HERE is a@ fine display of planets in the 

sky these summer evenings. Soon after 

sunset Saturn is seon in the west in the 
constellation of the Virgin, being a short distance 
above and to the left of Spica, the chief star of 
that asterism. The planet chines with ao steady 
“tinny” brightness, while the star twinkles be 
low it. 

In the southern sky is great Jupiter 
{n the Beorpion. It sends to us brilliant yellow 
light. About six degrees helow and to the right 
ie the red star Antares. This is a wonderful pair 
of celestial objects. Jupiter is the giant planet 
of our system, being 88,000 miles in diameter 


now 


and containing enough matter in to make 
if earths, Antares is the largest known of 
th! suns of space. Its diameter is about four 


hundred million miles, which is about four and 
a half times the distance of the earth from the 
sun! 

Somewhat later in the evening comes up in 
the southeest the ruddy planet Mars. At firet 
when just above the horizon, it looks like e toy 
balioon, but on getting higher it becomes slightly 
jess crimson and more like a ball of fire. It 
is very bright, but it continues to get brighter 
since it is approaching the earth rapidly, Its 
distance on July 15 was 48 million miles, This 
is reduced to 35 million on August 15, and the 
two bodies continue to approach until August 
22 when they are separated by only 34,600,000 
miles. The planet has not been so close to the 
earth in the last 125 years and will not be 
again in the next 75 years. On August 23, Mars 
will rise precisely when the sun sets, and so 
it will be visible all night. It will be ¢ splendid 
object, more than twice as bright as Jupiter and 
excelled in brilliancy only by Venus, the glorious 
morning star now. 

After this the planet will rise earlier and 
will be a fine evening star, but as it recedes 
from us it gets fainter and at the end of the 
year it will be only one fifteenth as bright as 
on August Then it will set in the west 
almost with the sun. 


Sun, Earth and Mars “in Line” 
ond 1922 the behavior of Mars was much the 

same, but its performance took place earlier 
ir the summer, and the piapet did not become 
quite so bright as this year. During 1925 it was 
not suitably placed for observation, nor will it 
be in 1925. Indeed this planet comes into 4 
suitable position for observation at intervals of 
about 780 days, or roughly two ycars and two 
months; but on some of these occasions it is 
much brighter han on others. It may be in- 
teresting to see just why this happens. 

Counting frem the sun, the earth {: the third 
and Mars the fourth planet of our system. The 
earth revolves about the sun in one year or 
(say) 265 days, while Mars requires 687 days to 
complete its orbit. Now the planets do not 
move in circles, but in ellipses with the sun 
at a focus, not at the centre. The orbits of the 
earth and Mars are arranged as in the adjoining 
diagram. 
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Diagram showing the relative positions of 
the earth and Mars on the 15th of each month 
of 1924. The number beside the line joining 
the two bodies gives their distance apart in 
millions of miles. 


One can see at a glance how the distance between 
the two bodies decreased from about 178 millions 
in January to less than 35 in August and then 
increased to nearly 73 in December.

During the next opposition, in 1879, this 
astronomer re-observed practically all the objects 


he had seen in 1877 and added many more. 
Indeed he noted that some of the original 
“canals” at certa mes became double-—that 
is, instead of se a single narrow line he 
reported two parallel lines.

A disconcerting feature of these observations 
is that while a very large number of these 
“canals” appear on Lowell's maps of Mars, other 
observers equally competent and with equally 
good instruments have never deen able to see 
them at all. The reason why has never been 
determined and it has often been suggested that 
they appear through sorme instrumental cause 
or through a peculiarity in the eyes of the 
observers and that they have no objective ex- 
istence at all. But when half a dozen persons, 
who have taken every precaution against self- 
deception, report that they have seen these 
“canals,” it 18 impossible to dismiss their 
evidence dy simply saying they were mistaken, 

Why not photograph these markings on the 
planet? This question is often asked. "As a 
matter of fact marvelous photographs of 
planetary features have been taken—some of the 
best by the Lowell astronomers. But remember 
that Mare when closest to us appears no greater 
than a one-cent piece at a distance of 230 yards, 
and also that light from the planet has to come 
to us through the entire thickness of our ever- 
disturbed atmosphere. We might photograph the 
larger markings of the coin at 230 yards, such 
as the king's head, but a faint scrateh could 
not be recorded, even though it might be 
glimpsed with a telescope. It is the same with 
Mars. 

Mine Shaft For Telescope 

F course the larger the telescope employed 
O to make these photographs the larger: is 
the image and the finer the details which can 
be obtained on our sensitive plates. 


years or more ago there was a report in the 
press that a mine shaft a mile deep in South 
America would be used as a telescope tube for 
a reflecting telescope, the mirror of which would 
be the bright surface of mercury on a dise 50 
in diameter which was to be rotated, thus 
producing the requisite concave surface. The 
mine was so located that sometime in August 
the planet, through the apparent dally rotation 
of the sky, would be brought directly over it. 
Its light then would pass down the mine shaft, 
strike the concave surface of the mercury and 
be reflected back upon a photographic plate at 
the top of the shaft. In this case the image on 
the plate would be eight inches in diameter, 
and as the planet is 4.000 miles in diameter an 
object on Mars one mile across would be 1-600th 
of an inch across on the plate. It was said that 
Prof. David Todd had actually persuaded a 
wealthy resident of Paris to supply the funds 
for the great experiment.

The idea for this proposal probably came 
from an experiment made by Prof. R. W. Wood, 
of Baltimore, about ten years ago. He rotated 
a two-foot disc with mercury held on it by a 
rim about the circumference, and actually ob- 
tained some photographs with it. But they were 
not very satisfactory. He found it impossible 
to make the disc rotate with perfect regularity, 
and as a consequence the curvature of the mer- 
cury surface altered and this made the focal 
length of the mirror Gxaage. The result was 
that the position of the image was cont!naahy 
changing and the picture was not sharp and 
clear. F 

To produce a perfectly flat disc 50 feet in 
diameter, to mount it perfectly horizontal and 
then to make it rotate with absolute uniformity 
is practically impossible. One might spend half 
a million dollars on this part of the experiment 
and not succeed. Mut even though it were sue 
cessful there would be extraordinary difficulty 
in arranging the photographic plate in exactly 
the right position to catch the planet as it passed 
overhead. It must be remembered that the 
planet continually moves north-and-south on the 
sky as well as moving from east to west with 
the sky. Presumably further consideration of 
the immense diffivulties involved in the experi- 
ment led to its abandonment. 


Messages From Mars 

HE idea of communication with the other 

worlds of space. especially with Mars, has 

always powerfully impressed the imagination; 

and in recent times the ability to communicate 

over great distances by radio has caused the 

question of receiving signals from Mars to be 
debated afresh. 

Gome years ago Marvoni reported that he 
had received signals which appeared to have a 
certain organized coherence and which he could 
not account for except that they came from be- 
yond the earth. He thought that possibly their 
source was the planet Mars. In the early days 
of wireless communication, when Marcon! was 
receiving signals on Newfoundland, certain ap- 
parentiy definite dots and dashes were heard 
which he attributed to some extraneous source. 
In both cases it is believed he was mistaken— 
the signals were due to strictly terrestrial causes, 
either atmospheric or instrumental. Tesla, also, 
in some experiments with high-tension dis- 
charges suspected that he received extra-terres- 
trial effects, but nobody believes that they were 
such, 

For-the sake of argument let us suppose that 
there are sentient beings on Mars who can send 
radio signals similar to those which we send 
and receive here. This is a pure hypothesis 
which the scientist looks on as little short of 
being fantastic. We shall try to obtain some 
notion of what power would be required to send 
a‘signal to Mars when it is closest to us. 

In Hertz’s original experiments the electric 
waves were sent out from an electric spark and 
spread outwards freely in all directions. This 
was a case of direct radiation, such as we have 
when a lamp is set out in free space or a sound 
is made in the open air. The energy of the 
waves moves out from the source in all direc- 
tions and rapidly becomes weaker. As we well 
know, a speaker on a platform in the open air 
can be heard only a limited distance; but if he 
speak even in a low tone into a tube a mile 
long he can be heard easily at the other end 
In this case the energy of the sound waves is 
confined to one direction, and so is not dissipat- 
ed so rapidly. 

Marconi, while endeavoring to apply Hertz’s 
grand discovery to signaling to a distance, found 
that if he connected both the sending and the 
receiving instrument to the earth he could trans- 
mit the signals many times as far. As a mat 
ter of fact, the conditions were completely chang- 
ed. In this case the electric waves were guided 
over the surface of the earth. But when we 
consider the problem of sending to Mars we 
must look on it as a direct radiation across a 
greal space. 


Possibilities of Radio 

HERE are many mysterious things met with 
in radio. Signals sent from Toronto, from 
a source using not more than ten watts of power, 
have been received in New Zealand, 4,000 miles 
away. On the other hand, at times 500 kilo- 
watts (or 500,000 watts) cannot send signals 
across the Atlantic. Let us then assume that 
ten watts can radiate signals 4,000 miles and 
that this law of radiation extends to Mars, 
26,000,000 miles, or 9,000 times as far, away. 
We should require, not 9.000 times as much 
power, but 9,000 times 9,000 times—that is 
81,000,000 times as much. This would be 819, 

000 kilowatts or over 1,000,000 horsepower. 

But there are many other factors to be con- 
sidered. All experience shows that wireless sig- 
nals are tranamitted mich more easily at night. 
Apparently thers is a change ix the atmoophere 
which produces this remarkable effect. Various 
observations have Jed te the belief that at night 
a layer of atmosphere at a height of from 50 to 
100 miles acts much like a shell which will not 
allow the waves to pass through it, but which 
reflects downwards to the earth again the waves 
which strike against it, thus preventing their 
energy from being Gissipated in space and caus- 
ing them to travel farther over the surface of 
the earth, 

Some remarkable results observed in British 
Columbia illustrate this effect. There are three 
wireless stations in that province almost in line, 
namely, Victoria, Pachena Point and tkeda Head. 
From Vietoria to Tachena the distance is 120 
miles: from Victoria to Ikeda is 640 miles. 

With the smali power first used Pachena 
could not hear Victoria either by night or by 
day, while Ikeda could hear at night. Appar- 
ently the waves from Victoria struck the reflect- 
ing atmospheric layer at a small angie and were 
reflected down to Ikeda. To reach Pachena the 
angle was greater and the reflection was not 
sufficient to produce signals there. This atmos 
pheric shell is sometimes known as the Heavi- 
side Layer. It is evident that though we should 
use 1,000,000 horsepower to produce electric 
waves, they would not be able to escape from 
the earth at all and our brethren on Mars would 
not receive our messages, On the basis of our 
present scientific knowledge we must look on 
wireless communication with Mars as @ wild, 
fantastic dream.

I have read Tolstoy's works and I 
maintain that their effect is worse than that of 
opium; they are permeated with the poisonous 
doctrines of the bourgeoisie.

Sounds We Can’t Hear, Sights We Can’t See 
In the Unseen Universe that Surrounds Us 


By PROF. J. ARTHUR THOMSON 
E are a little apt to forget the limitations 
W of our senses. There is much light that 
we cannot see; there are many sounds 
that we cannot hear; there are many move- 
ments, in which we are implicated, of which our 
senses give us no direct tidings. It is easy to 
imagine a race of men who would swear that all 
ordinary bats are dumb, for only a small per- 
centage of mankind can hear the high-pitched 
voice. This is a parable. 

With the naked eye we can see two to four 
thousand stars; with a fine telescope several 
hundreds of thousands; with a photographic 
plate as many millions are disclosed. Without 
instruments we have only a peep-hole. The ant 
is sensitive to ultra-violet rays to which we are 
blind, and a tree answers back to a passing 
cloud. Many a beast of the field hears loud sig- 
nals in what we might call the absolute silence 
of the night. An earthworm thrills to the 
tremor of the thrush’s fooistep to which we are 
of course quite dull, and many insects detect 
differences of pressure in the air to which we 
are in ourselves quite callous. 

We can make ar, instrument that will register 
the heat of a candle a mile and a half away,.but 
we ourselves are sensitive only to a very small 
fraction of the possible temperatures. For elec- 
tric waves as such we have no sense. What 
stretches before ns is a domain covered with 
mist through which stand out here and there the 
peaks that we directly know. But of the im- 
mense mist-covered universe—unseen and ua- 
sensed—man bas come to know much, almost as 
much as of the peaks, for by means of his instru- 
ments he is able te see the invisible. 


N the realm of organisms, as well as in the 
domain of things, we have much to do with 
the invisible. It is not altogether easy to think

of a beetle under a hundredth of an inch in 
length, and this is not the smallest size for an 
animal with a body. Within that small compass 
there are organs like those in ourselyes—a brain, 
muscles, a food-canal, a so-t of heart, a respira- 
tory system, and so forth. It is difficult to pic- 
ture such minute archiiectttre. And how small 
the egy-cell must be in which all that barely 
visible beetle lay implicit, But a hundredth of 
an inch is gigantic when we come to minute unl- 
cellular or non-cellular organisms that do not 
build up any body. Many of them can go rush- 
ing through a pin-prick opening or the eye of 
a needle without knocking against the sides, 

Bacon said that the task of science was to 
discover the secret motions of things, and on 
these, of the truth, almost all the big things 
depend. 

With the naked eye we can just see a frog's 
ege dividiug into a ball of cells. It is a tenth of 
an inch in diameter, With the help of a micro- 
scope we can watch the intricate maneuvers that 
are associated with the cell-division. With a still 
better microscope we can see that the rodlets or 
chromosomes within the nucleus of the cell are 
split longitudinally up the middle, so that each 
daughter-ceii gets a precise half of each, With 
a still more powerful microscope we can perhaps 
see that each chromosome consists of a row of 
microsomes like beads on a string. Beyond that, 
we cannot go, and yet we have not come to the 
units that are fundamental—the “factors” which 
carry the hereditary characters. In some cases 
we know a little about the behavior of these very 
important and extremely minute bodies; in some 
cases we Can even make a shrewd guess at their 
size. But see them we cannot, and we thus get 
another illustration of the limitedness of the 
familiar saying, “seeing is believing.” 

Older even than chemical science is the idea 
that matter is made up of minute indivisible 
particies or atoms, and the atom is in the heart 
of the chemistry and physics of today, An ston 
is the smallest particle of a chemical element 
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that can enter into or be expelled from chemical 
combination, and a molecule is the smallest par- 
ticle of an element or compound that exists in 
a free state. The molecule of mercury is sup- 
posed to consist of one atom; the molecule of 
hydrogen or of oxygen of two atoms, Now, it is 
@ noteworthy fact that the absolute magnitude 
of some molecules has been known for a long 
time, and the value for the mass of the hydrogen 
molecule is known today with comparatively 
greater accuracy than, say, the value for the 
mass of the earth, It fs estimated that a billion 
billions of molecules of hydrogen would only 
have a mass of three grams, One of the recent 
triumphs has been the approximate measurement 
of the length of some very long molecules of 
fatty acids, This shows how little it matters 
whether we see a thing or not, 


But the deepest plunge into tha Invisible Is 
the modern theory of the structure of the atom, 
which is very probably like a planetary system 
in miniature, According |\o the dominant theory, 
an ordinary atom consists of rings of electrons 
revolving round a ceiral nucleus, which, in all 
cases except hydrogen, is also a complicated 
system, consisting of more electrons and of hy- 
drogen nuclei or protons, In the very complex 
atom of uranium there are said to be 92 electrons 
revolving round the nucleus, while the nucleus 
probably consists of 238 hydrogen nuclei and 
146 electrons. All the different kinds of ele- 
ments consist of the same two irreducibles— 
e/ectrons and protons, 

The solid earth has become very tenuous and 
matter very ethereal; while the ether of bygone 
days has lost its material existence. But there 
is a deeper invisibility than we have spoken of— 
namely, the invisibility of the “imponderables,” 
which are the most powerful agencies on earth. 
We mean, of course, thoughts end feelings, and 
the bent bow of purpose, which though thirled 
to brain and body, belong to a different dimen- 
sion from these. But that is another story.

The 
party was not at its strongest, the breath of 
scandal had been raised against it, and there 
were not wanting within the Liberal ranks them- 
selves those who would say that it had become 
rotten through long power. 

Sir George in the election campaign battled 
these forces gamely, and, in addition, a consti- 
tuiion racked by rheumatism. Towards the 
close, with an important speaking engagement 
to fulfil in Kingston, the rheumatism got the 
better of him. In the emergency he thought oi 
Hartley Dewart and sent him instructions to sub 
stitute for him. 

The late Mr. Dewart at that time was merely 
in embryo the eminent counsel which he later 
became. To the request he was forced frankly, 
although with a certain embarrassment, to own 
that he had not at the moment the railroad fare 
for the journey. 

Sir George Ross went down into his own 
Pecket, then nearing the end of its resources be- 
cause of his financial sacrifices for the party, 
and brought out two ten-dollar bilis. These he 
gave to Mr. Dewart for expense money. 

The late Mr. Dewart fulfilled the engagement 
in the manner which his inimitable talent alone 
made possible. Then, returning to Toronto, he 
sought out Sir George Hoss and returned one of 
the ten-dollar bills which he had not spent.

Sir George's commentary upon the refund 
has since been regarded by his intimates as one 
of the most significant political utterances of 
the time: 

“Thank God!” he said devoutly, “there is one 
member of the Liberal party who is stil! honest.”

More 
than that, he had the faculty of dramatizing 
wild animal life. When he was eighteen years 
old his writings came to the attention of Pro 
fessor Spencer F. Baird, then head of the Smith-

sonian Museum. When Baird learned that a 
meteorologist was to be stationed at an army 
post in Alaska he protested. 

“He would only rust out,” he said. “Why 


not send a live young naturalist who can take 
your observations in his spare time? I have 
the man.” 

Nelson was sent to Alaska in 1877, when he 
was twenty-two years old, and twenty years 
before the discovery of gold. He spent four years 
there, mainly in dog sledges or Eskimo igloos, 
for he enlisted volunteers to take his meteoro- 
logica: cbservations. He was a member of the 
relief expedition sent out to find the ill-fated 
Jeannette He won a reputation not only for 
courage but for a body of steel and sinew. 
Often his guides refused to follow, either be- 
cause they could not stand his pace. 

His strength saved him when it carried him 
to a hospital on the seashore, delirions with 
pneumouia, driving his dog team all aione 
through a two days’ storm. 

But tuberculosis engmed and he was exiled 
to Arizona, and told that he would always be a 
hopeless invalid. He has been neither hopeless 
nor an invalid, although his physical equipment 
is not equal to that of one man in twenty. He 
became a inmember of the first scientific expedi- 
tion into Death Valley, and spent the next four- 
teen years in Mexico and Guatemala, as a field 
naturalist for the Biological Survey. Then he 
gave Lower California its first thorough going 
over—on horseback—gince the days of the con- 
quistadores. 


In 1916 he became chief of the Biological Sur 
ver. Dr. Hart Merriam, the former chief 
had accurately surveyed the bird and animal 
and insect life of the continent. 

It was Dr. Merriam who saw the necessity 
of making the Biological Survey an econumic ne- 
cessity to the country, but it was Dr. Nelson 
who made it. He told congress that he proposed 
to make it a profit-making institution and de- 
manded more money. Congress doubted, but was 
Willing to take a chance. 

“The rats eat up each year the work of 
200,000 men,” he said. “Prairie dogs and gophers 
destruy the grass on which a million more 
cattle and a million more sheep might bo fed.” 

No rural congressman would dare have it 
said at home that he had refused support to the 
man who promised to curb these hungry rats 
and reduce the acreage of greedy gophers. And 
the congressmen were honestiy convinced, for 
Dr. Nelson made them his friends and allies. 
His singleness of purpose and“his transparent 
sincerity enlisted them in his cause. 

“I am reminded of a story told of a dinner 
in Mexico years ago, when gold lace and for- 
mality were more prevaient than they are to 
day,” says Mr. Corey. “Half-way through the 
dinner a fine specimen of a rare bat flew in 
through a window. Nelson seized his hat and 
began to leap after him. 

“Mother of Heaven!” cried the dignitaries. 
“This Gringo is mad.” 

A moment later the man's enthusiasm in the 
hunt swept them off their feet. Two moments 
later the astonished bat was being pursued 
through an elaborate dining room by a score of 
the most decorated and important men of Mexico, 
all leaping after him like spring-song dancers. 
It is no wonder that the congressional commit- 
tees have been kind to a man like that. And 
then Dr. Nelson has been abie to show the 
goods.

The Survey was able to prove that birds do 
more good than harm.

I wish to set the world right regard- 
ing a few misrepresentations of my views and 
misconception of my character. 


“For instance: My face is not in the leabt as 
it is shown in the photographs and pictures the 
foreigners see in the Italian shop windows, 
where 1 appear to be glowering. I have beauti- 
ful dark brown eyes which glow from within, 
clear-cut, strongly marked features, and pale 
complexion. There is in my expression a spirit- 
ual quality mixed with a sad gentleness when 
my face is in repose. 

“Unfortunately for myself, the photographers 
never catch me in that repose; hence the glower- 
ing pose. But before proceeding further, let me 
state that the abowe description of myself was 
written by an English journalist, and I confess 
that I like it. 

“T love arts and place their importance to me 
in this order: Music first. Music first of all 
and above all. Then comes architecture. Poetry 
next, then sculpture, then painting, and so on. 
Il put music first because it is the international 
It is the most easily com- 
municated. When I take my violin and play I 
Ret at once into touch with the music of what- 
ever country it may be; I get into the soul of 
that music; it becomes mine, a part of me I 
love Shakespeare and I love Shelley. 

Shelley is music and my love of Shelley may, 
perhaps, throw a light on the s¢cret of my vast 
influence over my countrymen. in short, I con- 
sider myself an idealist. I ask men to make 
sacrifices for an ideal, because with my spirit's 
clear vision I see that we must give all to gain 
all, 

“I am ready to give even my life for the cause 
I hold dear-—that is, the work of Fas@ism as a 
constructive force for the restoration of dis- 
cipline and devotion as an ideal of life. 

“For eighteen months now there have been no 
strikes in Italy, even though the conditions of 
living are as dffficult here as anywhere ele, 
and in spite of the fact that the restrictive laws 
of immigration in some of the transatlantic 
countries have reduced, in a very grave manner, 
our capacity for finding work. And yet Italy is 
today the country that in Europe enjoys the 
greatest stabliity. 

“It is only human that the worker should al- 
way desire a higher salary, and there is no 
system in the world that can crush this desire. 

“Recent Italian experiences demonstrate that 
when a country is well governed, and is also 
conscious of being well governed, workers do 
not make excessive demands.” 


WINNIE RIDICULES 
COMPULSORY LATIN 


He Would Like to See English Made the 
Universal Study, Instead of 
Dead Language 


WINSTON CHURCHILL is all in favor of 

teaching young people English rather than 
Latin. At the commemoration ceremonies of 
the London School of Economics and Political 
Science, he recently ridiculed the repeated 
changes in Latin pronunciation. 

Mr. Churchill said that though he had the 
greatest respect for a classical education, he 
was-convinced that to enforce the siudy of Latin 
and Greek on the great multitude of our youth 
who attended the public schools and universj- 
ties, and to enforce this as the main foundation 
of their education, was an absurd mistake. It 
did injustice to the moderns, and for all he knew 
inflicted even crueller injustice on the ancients.

We used to be assured that the best way to 
learn English was to Jeare Latin. This argu- 
ment had been somewhat destroyed by the new 
and—if he might say so-—ridiculous change in 
pronunciation which in recent years Lad become 
general.

nize occasionally some of the Latin words which 
he had learned. (Laughter.) But that comfort 
had departeé.

We were now directed to 
pronounce it as “ow-learie.” (Laughter.’ Fre- 
sumably, therefore, we should say “owdience.”

This form of insurance dates from the 
foundation of the historic firm of Lioyd’s of 
London, in 1700. It was originally composed of 
men who frequented Lioyd's Coffee House on 
Tower street in London. These men were near- 
ly all in the shipping game, and it became a 
habit with ihem to underwrite each other's 
cargoes, each of a number taking a small amount 
of the sum asked. Thus, as was stated some 
time before by Queen Elizabeth in a statute | 
dated 1601, “upen the loss or perishing of a 
ship there followeth not the undoing of any 
man, but the loss lighteth rather easily upon 
many than heavily upon few.”

half pounds a tree. At the present time the im- 
portation of filbert and hazel nuts into Canada 
amounts yearly te nearly 1,500,000 pounds. But- 
ternuts and hickory nuts yield well all over the 
province, apd the trees are of good size. The 
wild hazel grows everywhere along the Pacific 
coast, the trees bearing well and the nuts being 
of good size. 

Though nuts have been grown for the great- 
est length of time on the Pacific coast and ex 
perimentation has largely been directed towards 
promotion in that area, the real progress which 
has been made towards a commercial production 
has come from the interior, more especially from 
the famous fruit valley of Okanagan. Develop- 
ments in this section are rather significant. To 
this valley, which has made its apples so widely 
and favorably known, Canada has to look in a 
particular manner for its future nut supply. Not 
only has it probably the most favorable produc- 
tive conditions, but it is going after a commer- 
cial production in a serious manner Under the 
vigorous campaigns of a few enthusiastic indiv- 
iduals there has developed in the past few years 
a very keen interest in nut culture Groves of 
nut trees in valley orchards are common now, 
whilst a few orchardists are concentrating ex- 
clusively on the cult. The growing popularity 
was pronouncedly evident this spring when many 
new nut growers wero enlisted and ar exception- 
al number of orders placed for nut trees. Numer- 
ous fruit growers, having the possibilities of this 
culture placed before them intelligently for the 
first time, have this spring set out two or threes 
acres of mixed nuts, 


Ideal Conditions for Growing Nuts 
ECENTLY Mr. J. U. Gellatly, to whom the 
present interest in nut culture in Pritish 
Columbia is attributable to a greater extent than 
any other individual, made a complete survey of 
the Kelowna, Summerland, Naramanta, Pentic- 
ton, Oliver and Fairview districts of British Col- 
umbia to locate the bearing nut trees and to 
gather data as to the suitability of climatic con- 
ditions in each district to nut culture.

encountered were obviously due to known causes, 
such as bad location, wrong variety, disregard of 
pollunization requirements, use of non-climatized 
nursery stock, etc. The possibilities of success 
ful commercial production have been proven by 
too many cases for these to be offset by occasion- 
al failures. 

Many excellent lecations for the engagement 
of nut culture in British Columbia are pointed 
out, possessing all the requisite qualifications for 
assured success. Throughout the Okanagan val- 
ley and river regions there are protected valleys 
and slopes where the influence of topography on 
air drainage is sufficient io noticeably modify 
the effect cf latitude in the distribution of tem- 
perature. Consequently nuts and fruits native to 
more southern localities may be grown with little 
fear of frost injury when it is remembered that 
many of these nut trees will stand a winter tem- 
perature of from fifteen to thirty degrees below 
sero. The influence of large bodies of water in 
tempering the severity of frosts is clearly 
brought out in the vicinity of Okanagan lake and 
river. 

In its original state and indigenous produc- 
tion British Columbia had ample evidence of its 
ability to grow nuts. Tests with nuts at the pro- 
vincial experimental farm go back as far as 1899, 
and for some years all the necessary data for 
successful commercial production has been avail- 
able. These same experimental farms are al- 
ways at the service of growers with advice as to 
the best varieties to grow and even to the extent 
of providing seedlings. There has never, how- 
ever, up to most recent years been any interest 
evinced in nut growing in the province except by 
a few widely separated enthusiasts, largely be 
cause, in all probability, Orchardists in the pion- 
eer stage were too thoroughly engrossed in the 
more obvious lines of commercial production, and 
not in a position where they might absorb the 
results of experimentation or appreciate the pos- 
sibilfties of a markec right at home. 

A real commencement has been made, as the 
nut exhibit at London as a feature of Canadian 
representative production would testify. As a 
result of the vigorous and unremitting cam- 
paigns of a few enthusiasts advantage is at last 
being generally taken of the years’ accumulation 
of information. The remunerative possibilities 
of nut culture are not only veing brought before 
established orchardists and others in the pro- 
vince, but new settlers are having the advantages 
of engaging in the cult at an early stage directed 
to their attention. The first real steps towards 
a commercial nut production in Canada have 
been taken. Not only may the dominion in time 
become independent of the United Kingdom, 
United States, Italy, France, Spain, Dutch East 
Indies, Hoag Kong, Japan and China, from which 
she is importing at the present time, but in a 
knowledge of the inability of the great nut pro- 
ducing states of Washington, Oregon and Cali- 
fornia to supply the needs of the republic to the 
south may not without a degree of hope dream 
of the possibilities of an export trade at some re- 
mote future pene.

WIDOW REARS THE BABE 
AFTER ITS MOTHER DIES 


Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon to 
Duke of York Recalls 
Father's Name

| N EDINBURGH, the Scottish capital, a most 

romantic legitimacy case has come to 

decision in the legal courts. A, shopgirl 
a waif, has been granted claim to the highest 
lineage. She has been formally placed in an 
exalted circle of nobility, and even royalty. 
The affair, with its accent of scandal and dark 
mystery, stands quite in the tradition of that 
long catalogue of startling lawsuits in British 
aristocracy. 

In the ancient, learned town of Bdinburg 
lived a shopgirl who worked at a store counter 
for meagre wages, ate her frugal meals, and read 
all the newspaper narrations, full of splendor 
and circumstance, of the marriage of King 
George's son and Lady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon. 
Her thoughts groped hotly back into memory. 
The name of Bowes-Lyon had “been mentioned 
very. queerly in her life. 

Her own history, as it had been told to her, 
was sufficiently strange. Toward the. end of 
the year 1904, a Mrs. Collie, a widow who lived 
at Edinburgh, received a letter signed “Lizzie 
Mackay,” a name she did not recognize. The 
writer stated that on the following day she 
would call on Mrs. Collie with a Miss Smeaton 
and an infant child. The proposition was to 
have Mrs. Collie rear the babe, a girl, until it 
was five years of age, when it would be taken 
from her to be brought up in surroundings of 
culture and education. The remuneration to 
Mrs. Collie would be six shillings a week. 


Dark Mystery of Her Birth 
RS. COLLIE reared her charge, Constance 


Lyon, with dutiful exactness. 

In 1912 the widow died, and the child passed 
to the care of her daughter, who was married 
to a Mr. Henry Bain, a commission merchant 
of Aberdeen. Constance Lyon grew to blond- 
haired prettiness, and after she had finished 
with school she took service in a shop in Edin- 
burgh. She worked, and wondered who she 
might be. 

Now, in this vague, moody story mne thing 
was sharply clear in the girl's mind: She had 
been told that in 1905, when she was one yeer 
old, Mrs. Coilie had taken her to a rendezvous 
with her parents. There was the Miss Smeaton 
who had brought the infant to the widow, and 
there was a tall, soldierly man, Mrs. Coliie re- 
membered his name mentioned as Mr. Bowes- 
Lyon, 

This Constance Lyon was the shopgirl who so 
eagerly read the accounts of the resplendent 
wedding of the Duke of York, King George's 
son, and Lady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon. 

With the aid of Mr. Bain, into whose house- 
hold she had come after the death of Mrs. Collie, 
she discovered that during the year that pre- 
coded her birth there had been stationed t 
Edinburgh, as an officer with his regiment, the 
famous Black Watch, Hubert Ernest Bowes- 
Lyon, third son of the Hor. Hubert Ernest 
Bowes-Lyon and grandsen of the thirteenth Harl 
of Strathmore. He was thus the nephew of 
the presont fourteenth Earl of Strathmore. The 
Duchess of York is the daughter of this Darl 
of Strathmore. Hence the Hubert Ernest Bowes- 
Lyon who was stationed at Edinburgh during 
the year p.eceding the girl's birth was the first 
cousin of th» Duchess of York. The Miss 
Smeaton who was the girl’s mother had lived 
in Edinburgh during this time. 


Discovered Parents Had Married 
HEN Mrs. Collie had taken the year-old 
Constance Lyon to visit her parents, Miss 
Smeaton and Mr, Bowes-Lyon, she had been 
accompanied by her son-in-law, Mr. Bain. Anca 
he now identified pictures of Hubert Ernest 
Bowes-Lyon, cousin of the Duchess of York, as 
the Mr. Bowes-Lyon he had seen—in other words, 
identified hint as the giri’s father. The shop- 
girl then understood that she was by blood the 
second cousin of the Duchess of York, end like 
wise by blood, a marriage relation of the royal 
family of Great Britain. 

These were glories te intoxicate a pretty 
shopgir!l of Edinburgh. But the shadow of illegi- 
timacy was cast over all the splendor. No public 
honors could she claim over the grandeurs of ber 
family, no part of the estate of her clan could 
she claim. 

Then Constance Lyon and her benefactor 
made new discoveries. in the year 1905, a 
month after the birth of Constance Lyon, Hu- 
bert Ernest Bowes-Lyon married. He married 
Miss Smeaton of Edinburgh. The wife died in 
1914, leaving her husband two recognized chil- 
dren, Hubert Ernest Malcolm Bowes-Lyon and 
Douglas lan Gordon Boweg-Lyon. The husband 
Was alive. 

The shopgirl'’s parents had married a month 
after her birth. Under the Scottish law children 
born out of marriage are legitimatized by the 
subsequent marriage of their parents, provided 
that at the time of birth there was no legal for- 
biddance of the marriage of the parents. No 
cause for such legal forbiddence could be dis 
covered in the case of the parents of Constance 
Lyon. The girl could have herself formally de- 
clared legitimate. She could have the law pro- 
nounce her by right of blood and statute a full 
member of the Bowes-Lyon clan, cousin 
of the Duchess of York and relation by 
marriage of the reyal family of England. 

Constance Lyon appeared before court in 
Edinburgh demanding that her birth ap4 legiti- 
macy be declared. The father she name?, Hubert 
Ernest Bowes-Lyon, made no contention against 
her. The suit wos not opposed, The girl brought 
undeniable proof of her case, including the certi- 
ficate of her birth. The court granted her the 
position she claimed 

The father in the case has not spoken. He 
preserves silence over this strange, shadowy ro- 
mance, now so vividly revealed. He has no 
comment to make upor this child, inconvenient 
issue of an easy love affair, who had been pi. 
vided for and hidden away in obscurity, and 
who has so suddenly appeared. protesting.-New 
York World.

We must 
face the prospect of the slowing 
dow: or the cessation of the pro- 
gress of civilization.” 

While not controverting the prin- 
ciple that the energy of ths uni- 
verse is fixed in amount, hence can- 
not grow less, the scientist pointed 
out that the “frec” energy tends 
always to run down and to get into 
its lowest terms, as when amy work 
ls done by engines, or even by th?
